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VETERANS DAY REMEMBRANCE 


. . . Civil War Statues in Gettysburg 


MARSHALLTOWN, Iowa (UPI) - Remem- 


bering the first Armistice Day 57 years ago, the 
old soldier turned his face from the rain- 
splattered window of his dormitory room and 
said, "America — this country is really worth 
fighting for." 


When Nov. 11, 1918, dawned in Europe, 


Knud Olsen was hospitalized with a shrapnel 
wound in a little French town whose name he 
can't remember. By nightfall, he and four other 
convalescent soliders had drunk the town dry.

Olsen, now 82 and living in the Iowa Veterans' 


Home, was a Danish immigrant, not long in 
America, when Archduke Ferdinand was shot 
and World War I began. He was drafted when 
the United States got into the war and circum- 
vented orders so he could be sent to France. 


A private first class, he ranged along the front 


lines as a scout-sniper with an intelligence 
group of the All American 82nd Division. 


"We first heard about the armistice when the 


ward nurse came in and said, 'Well boys — it's 
the actual truce!'", Olsen remembered. "Since 
we'd heard rumors a couple of weeks before, we 
didn't believe her. So we buried her in a pile 
of pillows." 


Later Olsen and his four buddies checked 


themselves out of the hospital and spent the 
rest of the day in town celebrating and carous- 
ing with the French, "who just went wild." 


His hearing isn't as crisp and his eyes aren't 


as sharp as in 1918 but age hasn't hobbled his 
intense patriotism. 


"This country is worth fighting for," Olsen 


said. "Denmark is a nice little country, but this 
one is really worth fighting for." 


Drafted in November of 1917, Olsen was still 


a neutral when he wound up in Long Island 
ready to ship for France. 


"The captain called us all up in ranks and 


told those who were citizens of neutral countries 
to take one step forward," he said. Thirteen did 
— but 1 didn't. I stayed in line and went 
across." 


His captain put the Danish private on the 


carpet when they reached Frnace. 


Asked where he was when the others took the 


step forward, Olsen said he was on guard duty. 


The captain then promised Olsen he would 


become an American citizen on French soil as 
soon as the paperwork could be completed. 


"I wanted that in the worst damn way," 


Olsen said. "I would have paid $1,000 to have 
been able to." 


The battlefield citizenship ceremony never 


worked out, however. As a scout-sniper, Olsen 
was sent in ahead of the Argonne push and was 
wounded by the shrapnel shell on Oct. 14, 1918. 


The fighting wasn't so bad, he said. It was the 


cold and the rain which made things tough. 


"But, I'd do it all over again if I had to," he 


said, "because that's how much I love this 
country."

• He may be a glib, well- 


dressed 
salesman

White House 
Plotted to Kill

WASHINGTON — Winston Churchill once said 


that nothing is more exhilarating than to be shot 
at — and missed. It is in this spirit that I look back 
upon the White House plots to ply me with poisons 
and hallucinogens. 


To be sure, these conspiracies had a Maxwell 


Smart quality. But an organized attempt by the 
White House to destroy or discredit a reporter 
should not be airily dismissed because it failed or 
because the results had a comic side. 


No President should be permitted to marshall the 


awesome powers of government against a reporter, 
not even for the grievous offense of embarrassing the 
White House. 


I would prefer to write this story about someone 


else. But since I was the unhappy object of Richard 
Nixon's revenge, it is my story. The full facts, I now 
feel, should be placed on the public record. 


From sources and documents made available to 


me, here is the incredible story. It can best be told 
in chronological order: 


OCT. 6,1970: President Nixon, who had grouched 


about earlier stories I had written, positively ex- 
ploded over a column about his backstage efforts to 
get a higher presidential pension. Not long after- 
wards, staff chief H.R. Haldeman assigned a special 
White House investigator, Jack Caulfield, to in- 
vestigate me.

A Survivor at Iwo Jima 
Recalls the Flag Raising 


ARLINGTON, Vn. (UPI) - Rene A. Gagnon, 


a 50-year-old hotel auditor and travel agent 
from Manchester, N.H., is one of the few living 
men immortalized in bronze: he was one of the 
Marines who raised the American flag on Iwo 
Jima 30 years ago.

Gagnon's statue is 32 feet high, along with 


those of the five other men who heaved the flag 
and pole up on the top of Ml. Suribachi, a 
symbol of the valor and dedication of the U.S. 
Marines, who held a ceremony at the memorial 
Monday to celebrate their 200th birthday with 
President Ford in attendance. 


Gagnon is the last living Marine in the group. 


A former Navy pharmacist's mate, John H. 
Bradley, was not present. Most of the others 
were killed on Iwo Jima.

construction costs, the busi- 
ness community alone could 
build a shelter. We realize that 
this is not possible, so we are 
asking you to be as generous as 
possible." 


Mrs. 
Russell 
noted 
that 


SPCA, which has served the 
county since 1891, receives no 
public funds and is dependent 
on private donations for its 
support. 


"We need a new shelter and 


we need it desperately," she 
said. "As the population con- 
tinues to grow, so do the 
number of unwanted pets. Our 


operating budget is $90,000 
this year, and we project a 10 
per cent increase in the follow- 
ing years." 


Anticipating the question of 


why business firms are being 
asked to contribute, Mrs. Rus- 
sell said: "We think we have 
the answer to that one—we are 
dealing with a community 
problem. Eight thousand un- 
wanted 
animals 
will 
pass 


through our shelter this year 
and the number is increasing. 
It is a community problem 
because unless these animals 
are cared for, they create a 
serious health and safety situ- 
ation. The lovable house pet is 
a far cry from the abandoned 
animal 
who turns 
into a 


scavenger and packs i'or food." 


Mrs. Russell said that the 


shelter on Brabrant Road in 
the Town of Ulster is anti- 
quated, too small, and in cons- 
tant 
need 
of repair. The 


shelter, now handling 5,000 


animals yearly with an in- 
crease expected next year, has 
a normal capacity of about 
7,500. A serious population ex- 
plosion in pet animals, even 
greater than that for humans, 
means that the problem is not 
going to go away. 


Frank McNelis, SPCA treas- 


urer, noted that the projected 
$150.000 would be for the coot 
of a shelter only and would not 
include land. He asked that 
anyone who has a piece of 
property that would be suit- 
able for a shelter to contact the 
SPCA office. The donation 
would be tax-free he added. 


"When we first started to 


plan for a new shelter," Mrs. 
Russell said, "there were dis- 
cussions centering around the 
ability of Ulster County to 
support SPCA. The shelter in 
Kingston is the only such facil- 
ity in all of Ulster County. 
Neighboring counties have five 
or six such facilities. Can we in 
Ulster do less1'"

presidential race or if the con- 
vention became deadlocked 
between the President and 
former Gov. Ronald Reagan of 
California. 


"I do not foresee that op- 


portunity 
of a 
deadlock," 


Rockefeller 
said. Then he 


paused and corrected himself, 
saying he did not see the "pos- 
sibility" of a deadlock. 


Rockefeller said he believed 


former Texas Gov. John Con- 
nally was hoping for such a 
deadlock, and there would be 
"great pressure and demand" 
for the Texan to run for presi- 
dent.

Library to address the Con- 
ference on Women in Public 
Life.

Recounts are underway in two 
closely contested races: in Dis- 
trict 1, Democrat Edward Ull- 


mann holds a 15-vote lead over 
Republican Raymond Dunn 
and in District 6, Republican 
as a legislator in the same 
manner." 


Geary said he was informed 


by the Board of Elections at 
3:30 p.m. Monday that he was 
the official winner. That of- 
ficial announcement came af- 
ter all the machine ballots, as 
well as 83 absentee ballots and 
Veraon FrosTleads Democrat 
Joseph Wolf by an unofficial 
15 vote margin. 


Republicans currently hold 


a 20-13 majority in the legisla- 
ture. 


For Geary, his first attempt 


at political office was suc- 
cessful, although somewhat 
precarious. "I knew that it 


would be an uphill battle," he 


commented today, "but 1 was 
very encouraged by all the 
support I received during the 
campaign. I always believed 
that I had a chance." 


Geary said he spoke to 


Resnick on the phone Monday 
night, and was urged not to 
become a "puppet" of Re- 
publican Legislature chairman 
Peter J. Savago of New Paltz. 
"I told him he didn't have to 
worry," said Geary, "I've been 
in business in the Wawareine 
area (he owns a sporting goods 
store) for the past 22 years and 
I've always been my own boss. 
I intend to carry out my duties 
five military ballots were re- 
counted.

What's Best for NYC? 


New York City has fended off financial default, 


at least temporarily, by stretching out its debts over 
a longer period. 


But another deadline looms on Dec. 1 and it is 


becoming increasingly clear that without outside 
help the city cannot avoid another financial col- 
lapse. 


It is also becoming more obvious that President 


Ford may be out of step with the rest of the country 
when he says there is "no serious probability that 
there will be any national repercussions" following 
New York's default. 


The forecast effects of default, as gathered by two 


independent sources, are grim. Data Resources Inc. 
says the best that could be expected if the city went 
under is a- loss of $14 billion in gross national 
product and another 500,000 people out of work. 


The Wharton School of Finance at the University 


of Pennsylvania predicts a drop in the nation's total 
output of goods and services of $10 billion, coupled 
with a loss of 430,000 jobs. If this state were to 
default as well, the adverse effects no doubt would 
at least double. 


A recent poll taken by the New York Times and 


CBS news indicates that most Americans think a 
New York collapse would "have an important effect 
on the economy of the country," and agree that the 
federal government should provide funds to help the 
city out of its difficulties. 


Both branches of Congress are hurrying through 


legislation which would not "bail out" New York by 
paying its bills, but provide the loan guarantees and 
stiff disciplinary measures needed to avoid default 
while instituting fiscal reform. 


The Freeman believes that Mr. Ford's alternative 


— bankruptcy, followed by a federally assisted 
patchup — has too many unknown risks which most 
Americans apparently would rather avoid. 


Those preventative measures being considered in 


the House of Representatives and Senate seem a 
much better course. Our three area Congressmen — 
Hamilton Fish, Benjamin Oilman and Matthew 
McHugh — have made known their intentions of 
doing their best to save the nation's largest city. 


Veterans Day 


It won't become official in the entire country until 


1977, but today marks Veterans Day in many of the 
states, including New York. 


Nov. 11 was Armistice Day for nearly 50 years. It 


was on that date in 1918— the llth hour of the llth 
day of the llth month— that World War I came to 
a close. 


Another and greater war erupted a generation 


later and a slight concession to tradition was made 
by renaming the holiday to honor the dead in all 
wars. 


The Nov. 11 date was tampered with several years 


ago and finally an act of Congress changed it back 
to Nov. 11, beginning in 1977, for the entire country. 


At any rate, Americans are uniting today in 


saluting their fallen heroes and reaffirming that 
their sacrifices will not be forgotten. 


'Semper Fidelis' 


On Nov. 10, 1775 the Continental Congress voted 


to establish the U.S. Marine Corps. On March 3, 
1776 a group of 234 leathernecks made the first 
Marine Amphibious landing near British Nassau to 
capture weapons needed in the Revolutionary War. 


Since then, from the Halls of Montezuma to the 


shores of Tripoli, the United States Marines have 
fought, died and inspired the nation. They have 
been the most revered and the most written about 
combat men in this country's history. 


Their heroics on Bataan, Guadacanal, Iwo Jima 


and Tarawa during World War n and their deeds 
at Inchon in Korea and Khesanh in South Vietnam 
will never be forgotten. 


Iwo Jima, the scene of the raising of the Stars and 


Stripes by Marines over Mount Suribachi, is the 
symbol f the Corps and its giant war memorial at 
Arlington, Va. is seen by thousands each year. 


The Corps' motto is — "Semper Fidelis" — means 


"Always Faithful." Those who served in the 
Marines will always remember the motto as well as 
the slogan they learned at boot camp — "Once a 
Marine, Always a Marine."

FEB. 11, 1971: In a confidential report to 


Haldeman, Caulfield revealed that I had "access to 
intelligence digests and ... 
private presidential 


memoranda." He called for "an overt firing of a 
person directly connected with a leak." This would 
make "the ability of the Andersons of the world to 
gain White House information both difficult and 
hazardous,"he suggested. 


SHORTLY THEREAFTER: One witness recalls 


that Haldeman wanted not only to fire but to jail 
anyone caught leaking information to me. I have 
been unable to determine that Haldeman did 
anything more than discuss this idea. But by a 
striking coincidence, the Pentagon began an im- 
mediate search for my sources, with criminal 
prosecution as the objective. 


SUMMER, 1971: The wrong man, Gene Smith, a 


$13,500-a-year Pentagon clerk, was fingered and 
dragged before a grand jury. The charges were 
eventually dropped. 


NOV. 11, 1971: White House aide Charles Colson 


came up with a preposterous charge than I had been 
paid $100,000 to write favorable stories about the 
erstwhile Cuban dictator Batista. "It now appears," 
wrote Colson in a confidential memo, "as if we have 
the opportunity to destroy Anderson's credibility." 


DEC. 14 or 15,1971: President Nixon, furious over 


my stories that he had lied about his India-Pakistan 
policy, unleashed the notorious White House plum- 
bers against me. They set aside their investigation 
of Pentagon Papers leaker Daniel Ellsberg and 
scrawled my name on a wallboard in their basement 
sanctum, as their new Public Enemy No. 1. 


DEC. 23,1971: David Young, one of the plumbers, 


asked Pentagon investigator W. Donald Steward to 
trump up a homosexual charge against me. When 
Stewart refused, Young complained: "Damn it! 
Damn it! The President is jumping up and down, 
and he^wants this and we're always telling him 
everything can't be done." 


Far From a Closed Book 


LATE DECEMBER, 1971: The plumbers also 


' discussed coating my steering wheel with an exotic 
poison that they intended to scrounge from the 
Central Intelligence Agency. This was supposed to 
penetrate my skin as I was driving home, causing 
a fatal accident. They got the idea, my sources 
suggest, from a possible offhand remark by Colson 
that he'd "like to slip Anderson a mickey. But no 
assassination order, so far as I can learn, was 
actually issued to the plumbers. 


SHORTLY THEREAFTER: White House aide 


Jeb Stuart Magruder, referring to me at a stall 
conference, grumped: "Boy, it'd be nice if we could 
get rid of that guy." Plumber G. GordonJaddy 
thought he had been instructed to kill me. He was 
stopped, mercifully, after an aide apprised Ma- 
gruder of Liddy's intent. 


JANUARY, 1972: The CIA, in violation of U. b. 


law, sent men with binoculars and walkie-talkies to 
keep my house under surveillance. They also tailed 
me and kept two of my reporters under observation. 


MARCH 9 or 10,1972: President Nixon told aides 


at a meeting in the oval office: "We have got to get 
the goods on Jack Anderson." He instructed John 
Ehilichman to call FBI chief J. Edgar Hoover and 
asked for any dirt the FBI might have on me. 


MARCH 18, 1972: White House counsel John 


Dean delivered to the President an FBI summary 
of its Jack Anderson file. Nixon was so disappointed 
that he scribbled a handwritten "Dear Edgar" note 
to the FBI director, asking for more details. Addi- 
tional information was furnished. 


MARCH, 1972: The Justice Department's In- 


ternal Security Division, Republican National 
Committee and Committee to Reelect the President 
were enlisted in the campaign against me. 


SUMMER, 1972: H.R. Haldeman sent a message 


to the Justice Department urging that I be nailed 
for some crime, any crime. Officials decided they 
might be able to make a case that our access to 
government documents constituted "possession of 
stolen goods." They discussed a raid on my office 
but decided against it. 


JANUARY 31, 1973: My associate Les Whitten, 


in the act of helping to return documents stolen by 
militant Indians, was arrested on a Washington 
street by eight FBI agents. The charge against him: 
"possession of stolen goods." Assistant Attorney 
General Henry Petersen later acknowledged that 
they had expected to nab me. A federal grand jury, 
incidentally, refused to indict Whitten. 


This is merely the bare bones of the story. W. 


Donald Stewart has said the Pentagon alone con- 
ducted "at least" 11 investigations of me. FBI 
agents picked up my telephone records, which the 
courts later compelled them to return. The Internal 
Revenue Service also spent a full year auditing my 
tax returns.

They have made a pretty 


good effort in recent months to 
adjust to the problem of the 
anti-smoker, so that now when 
we board an airplane we are 
politely asked, "Smoking, or 
non-smoking, sir?" I have been 
giving routinely the answer, "I 
don't smoke, but I don't mind 
it if others do" — the only 
answer I could plausibly give, 
unless my wife and I occupied 
separate dining rooms. 


Of course such an answer is 


the equivalent of saying at a 
cocktail party, when asked 
"What can I bring you from 
the bar?" — "Anything. Any- 
thing at all." People who say 
that mean to be accommodat- 
ing. Actually, they merely con- 
fuse and exasperate. I'd rather 
a guest asked me for a Brandy 
Alexander than for "anything 
at all." To be sure, I would 
have to learn to make a Bran- 
dy Alexander. 


But there remain un- 


crystallized civil accommoda- 
tions, notably the typewriter. 
Now I am, for reasons un- 
known and irrelevant, the 
most instinctively undisrup- 
tive of men. I even hesitate to 
hang on the doorknob outside 
my hotel room the sign that 
says DO NOT DISTURB - 
without first attempting to 


write in, "Please." It horrifies 
me as much as the English 
that we decorate our national 
parks with such barbed-wire 
phrases as "KEEP OFF THE 
GRASS." I'd have made a very 
good Jap. All the above on the 
understanding, of course, that 
when the bugles sound, I am 
ready and dressed to bomb 
Pearl Harbor. 


Like other journalists, I am 


saddled with the problem of 
The Typewriter. Wherever I 
go, I must use it. No, I don't 
mean at restaurants, or at 
public receptions at the White 
House, or at funeral proces- 
sions. But other times: 
notably, on planes and trains. 


The other day, traveling 


New York-Washington, I 
elected to go by AMTRAK, 
thinking to have my dinner 
and begin typing my notes for 


a television 
program that 


would begin at 9 in the morn- 
ing, followed by a second be- 
ginning at 10:15. I chatted 
with a friend during the brief 
dinner hour, then went to 
work. I had no sooner begun to

I replied — the 
car was full. 


I resumed typing but, ac- 


tually, I found that I was not 
concentrating on my work. 
Suddenly every stroke of a key 
sounded 
like an acetylene 


torch triggered under a 
honeymooner's bed. It is a 
psychological cliche: the tick- 
ing of a clock that is entirely 
unnoticed can be made — in a 
movie, say — to sound like the

of a juggernaut 


merely by having somebody 
say casually, "When that 
clock reaches midnight, Lon- 
don will be destroyed."

Raymond Mason . . . The Gilded Gobbler 


WASHINGTON — Raymond Mason is an in- 


plausible type to be a tycoon. His turkey gobbler 
neck and head arrangement arise out of his suit of 
expensive material but indifferent cut in awkward 
unrepossessiveness. His speech is a soft, Southern- 
scented gobble and it is with quiet braggadocio he 
tells you about his friend J.Paul Getty, and how he 
and his other friend, financier Edward Ball were 
over in England commiserating with Getty, who 
would apparently like to come home to America but 
is afraid to make the plane trip. 


As to why Mr. Getty doesn't buy himself an ocean 


liner and sail home, Mason says the old boy is 
nervous about the water too. Without trying to 
ascertain how the aged billionaire got himself 
marooned in England, it ought to be noted that 
Raymond Mason, son of a Jacksonville, Fla., lumber 
dealer, does in fact know the oil-powerful of this 
world. The Shah of Iran has been his house guest 
at his Epping Forest estate which, it has been 
suggested, his ole buddy, Mr. Ball, unloaded on him 
for about three million fish or significantly more 
than the place is worth. 


Mason, who is chairman, president and chief 


executive officer of the Charter Co., an international 
conglomerate with gales in excess of $1 billion, has 
recently gained another distinction. The November 
issue of Fortune magazine, a publication not given 
to rough handling of the very rich, has savaged him 
in an article that might have been written by the 
vilest of political left-handers (see "Raymond Ma- 
son Needs More Than Optimism Now," by Rush 
Loving Jr.). 


Mason says he hasn't read the piece and doesn't 


plan to, but his wife, Minerva, has and didn't cotton 
to the part describing her getting up at 5:30 every 
morning to serve Raymondo, II Magnifico, his 
breakfast in bed. Raymond says she does it because 
she likes to, and I guess she must because a man 
who owns a Grumman Gulfstream II jet (at Mr. 
Getty's disposal, should he care to return to his 
native land) must be loose enough with a buck to 


pop for someone to perform these chores. 


According to Loving, dinner parties for close 


friends end at Mason's when the host flickers the 
dining room lights at 10:30 so that he can rest up 
for Minerva's matinal rites. Given the gilded 
gobbler's penchant for claiming the close friendship 
of the oil-mighties, one can imagine him saying, 
"OK, Mr. Shah, off the Peacock throne and beddy- 
bye for you." 


Raymond's disefnbowling by Fortune isn't prima- 


rily based on his domestic routine but on the way 
Mason runs Charter Co. After giving him credit for 
the initial success in putting the conglomerate 
together, the magazine asserts that not only the 
firm's recent acquisitions been ill-advised but that 
its boss doesn't know how to run the constituent 
firms which Charter controls. 


This has frequently been the case with con- 


glomerates. The calculation and cunning it takes to 
acquire have nothing to do with the skills needed 
to run a profitable, not to mention a socially useful 
enterprise, although Fortune's charge that Mason 
"barely knows many of the company's key operating 
executives" would, if true, make Charter an un- 
usually badly managed conglomerate. 


It is impossible for a few headquarters executives 


to have operating competence in dozens of unrelated 
fields of business. That's why mumbles were 
mumbled when Charter, which had been concen- 
trated in real estate, building, oil and banking, was 
taken into publishing with the purchase of Downe 
Communications, which puts out Family Weekly, 
Ladies' Home Journal and Sport. In reply to the 
accusation that he's spent over $10 million to buy 
control of Downe, a company that has lost $13 
million in the last five years, Mason says, "The 
magazines don't lose money, it's the company that 
does," implying that proper management will turn 
the pictue around. 


The fact that Charter is carrying a heavy debt 


load, that its oil subsidiary has been its only big 
winner of late, doesn't faze Mason. All will be 


peaches and cream, profits and liquidity ere long, 
he says; and maybe it will, but even the best ran 
of conglomerates is a questionable proposition. 


Never mind how smelly its politics, the ITT 


conglomerate under Harold Geneen has long en- 
joyed a reputation for being exceptionally well- 
managed. Nevertheless FIT has had a terrible time 
with Hartford Insurance, which with Dita Beard, 
the CIA rag-tags and a government red wig subsidy, 
it acquired at huge financial and public relations 
costs. 


Had ITT chairman Geneen known more about the 


insurance business, he probably would never have 
bought Hartford. As it was, he did and was so 
ignorant of its complexities that he had to learn 
from a reporter during an interview that Hartford 
had piled up a $100 million underwriting loss that 
nobody at ITT headquarters knew about. 


The great trusts built at the beginning of the 


century were put together on the basis of a rational, 
if not necessarily correct economic hypothesis that 
a large firm, dominating a certain industry, would 
be more stable, more efficient, more profitable and 
more able to borrow money for technological innova- 
tion. That is why J.P. Morgan created U.S. Steel. 


The only thing that can be said on behalf of the 


conglomerate is that by diversifying into many areas 
the mother company may be in better shape to ride 
out economic downturns. A few conglomerates have 
made that theory look good, but did they do it 
through skill or dumb luck? 


On the other hand, suffering from bad man- 


agement plus the debt and watered stock needed for 
buying up subsidiary companies, a conglomerate 
isn't going to do very well in boom or bust. We shall 
skip over the indirect costs to the rest of us in the 
same society as too depressing to calculate.

Claim Shah Has U.S. Police Force

The Shah of Iran — second 


wealthiest man in the world — 
cannot buy loyalty. 


But according to some Ira- 


nians, he may be financing a 
secret police network in the 
United States to spy on his 
countrymen. 


Iranian students in the Un- 


ited States say the Shah's re- 
pressive government has 
created a bloodbath in their 
home county. They also say 
their demonstrations in Amer- 
ica are monitored by Iranian 
secret police and that their 
lives are in jeopardy. 


"I'm 
even paranoid over 


here," said one Iranian study- 
ing at Huston-Tiloteon College 
in Austin, Tex. 


Like most of the Shah's sub- 


jects who have challenged his 
authority, the student would 
not give his name. But his 


opinion of the sovereign, whose 
personal fortune is second only 
to oil multi-billionaire J. Paul 
Getty's, was clear. 


"He is a dictator, a fascist, 


like Hitler. There are many

Rep. McHugh Concerned 


Over Military Sales 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 


Congressman Matthew F. 


McHugh (D-27th Dist.) has 
signed a letter to Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger calling 
for an international conference 
of major arms producing na- 
tions to imit foreign military 
sales. 


McHugh expressed concern 


over what he termed an "in- 
discriminate policy" on the 
part of the United States and 
other nations with regard to 
arms sales. "Apparently we 
are prepared to market our 
weapons to anyone regardless 
of tne implications. We have 
would to both sides in the 
Mideast, to nations that have 
used our arms aggressively, 
and to regimes that use our 
arms to repress their own peo- 
ple. This policy is wrong," 
McHugh said. 


"In some cases we have a 


clear commitment which con- 
tributes to stability in a sen- 
sitve area. Our commitment to 
Israel is a good example. But 
in many other cases there is no 
comparable justification," he 
said. 


McHugh said that the ad- 


ministration has always 
argued that if this country did 
not make the arms sales other 
nations would gladly do so.

"This is the reason that we 
urged the Secretary of State to 
call for a conference of the 
major arms exporting coun- 
tries," he said. 


In their letter to Secretary 


Kissinger, McHugh and 67 
other House cosigners said 
that "the intense competition 
between the United States and 
Western European countries 


in arms sales, particularly in 
the Middle East, is clearly out 
of hand." 


"In the past two years, the 


United States has sold over 
$10-billion in weapons to Per- 
sian Gulf nations, and France, 
Britain and the U.S.S.R. have 
also been active. Not only is 
the U.S. selling huge quan- 
tities of armaments, but to 
keep up the frantic pace, we 
are selling our latest and best 
equipment," the letter said. 


McHugh said that in the 


past two years, U.S. arms sales 
abroad tripled and totalled $11 
billion last year* 


"Although the United States 


accounts for about half of the 
world's arms trade several 
countries are also deeply in- 
volved . . . we believe that a 
feasible first step would be for 
the N.A.T.O. nations most ac- 
tive in the arms trade to con- 
vene an international con- 
ference to discuss guidelines 
for arms sales," the letter said 


28 Senators signed an identi- 


cal letter. 


ings. The Iranians contend 
that if trick-or-treaters can 
cover their faces on Halloween 
night for candy, they can too.

The 
case of Karen Ann 


Quinlan, at once a national 
controversy 
and a personal 


tragedy, likely will spark de- 
bate for some time to come 
over when — if ever — a life 
that has become more me- 
chanical than human should 
be allowed to slip away. 


Many supported the request 


of Miss Quinlan's parents to 
cut off a respirator keeping her 
alive. Many supported Judge 
Robert Muir Jr.'s denial of 
that request. And on both 
sides, there was general recog- 
nition the case presented no 
easy answers. 


Dr. Julius Korein of the New 


York University Medical 
School, the only one of six 
neurologists testifying at the 
trial who urged the family's 


wish be granted, said, "I don't 
think 
the judge had any 


choice," because the case was 
"presented to him as a maifer 
of life and death." 


The Rev. Bill Smith, a pro- 


fessor of theology speaking for 
t h e 
R o m a n 
C a t h o l i c 


Archdiocese of New York, said 
that if Muir had ruled in the 
Quinlans' favor, it would have 
act a "dangerous legal prece- 
dent." 


Smith would not rule out 


withdrawal of extraordinary 
artificial life support systems 
in hopeless cases, but he said 
the decision should be medi- 
cal, not legal. 


Dr. McCarthy DeMere, a 


physician-lawyer from Mem- 
phis, Tenn., who chairs the the 
American Bar Association's 
Law and Medicine Commit- 


tee, agreed: 


"There are too many medi- 


cal decisions being made now 
by the courts, and physicians 
have a difficult time as it is 
without being subjected to le- 
gal opinions." 


Robert Butler, mayor of 


Marion, 111., and a lawyer, had 
mixed feelings. "It is my per- 
sonal feeling that this (allow- 
ing Karen to die) would be 
good in certain situations," he 
said. "But when you get down 
to it, what you are doing is 
playing God, and this is what 
disturbs me." 


A housewife from Marion, 


Mrs. Guy Baggett, said, "If it 
was me, myself, on that ma- 
chine, I'd say, 'Please let me 
go.' But if it was one of my 
children or anyone else, I don't 
know whether I could do that."

"There is no constitutional right to die that can be asserted 


by a parent for his incompetent adult child," the judge ruled. 


Karen collapsed and went into a coma April 14 after taking 


a, mixture of tranquilizers and alcohol at a party. She never 
regained consciousness. 


At a five-day trial last month, neurologists testified the 21- 


year-old girl now lies curled in a fetal position. She weighs 60 
pounds - half her normal weight - and sweats profusely. She 
opens her eyes to pinpricks. Sometimes she yawns. 


Her mind has suffered permanent damage, the doctors said, 


and that part of the brain which controls "our capacity to talk, 
to see, to feel, to sing, think," probably was lost to Karen 
forever. 


Her father, Joseph Quinlan, a drug company supervisor, 


asked that Karen be declared mentally incompetent and that 
he be named her guardian for the express purpose of author- 
izing the removal of the respirator. 


But the judge said, "There is a duty to continue the life- 


assisting apparatus if, within the treating physician's opinion, 
it should be done."

Reorganization of USOC Is Key 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 


Presidential Commission on 
Olympic Sports hopes to pre- 
vent any future Jack Langer- 
type incidents from occurring 
by 
reorganizing the 
U.S. 


Olympic Committee to pre- 
vent conflicts between 
the 


NCAA and AAU. 


"Remember the Jack Langer 


situation?" Michael Harrigan, 
executive director of the 22- 
member commission, asked 
Monday. "Yale 
wanted 


Langer, a Jew, to have the 
opportunity to compete in the 
Maccabiah Games in 1969 on 
the basketball team—the one 
sport the NCAA refused to 
sanction. That was an in- 
stance where the rules were 
totally unreasonably applied. 


"Yale was given a two-year 


suspension covering competi- 
tion in any postseason activity 
in any sport and playing on 
television. Langer was just 
used as a pawn in the NCAA's 
battle with the AAU. 


"Then there was the Rich- 


mond track meet situation in 
1973. Two athletes defied the 
NCAA ban—another instance 
of the NCAA's wanting a big- 
ger voice in the control of the 
sport." 


The commission, created in 


June by executive order of 
President Gerald Ford, will be 
reporting back to the Presi- 
dent in February on an over- 
view of the problems and an 
in-depth analysis of the USOC 
and other major sports groups, 
including the AAU and 
NCAA, as they relate to par-

KINGSTON 


The city of Kingston has lost 


the Hudson Cement assess- 
ment case and with it almost 
$585,000 in taxes it collected 
for the years 1973-75 inclusive 
along with another $7,056,000 
in assessed valuation over the 
next three years. 


That and other bad fiscal 


news came to light at Monday 
night's regular meeting of the 
Common Council at city hall. 


Hudson Cement was the 


worst of it, forcing the city to 
pay back $583,147 to the North 
Street firm, along with the loss 
of assessed 
valuation, but 


there 
was 
more 
for 
the 


aldermen to consider as they 
returned from their bi-annual 
elections. Most were suc- 
cessful; nine of the 13 
aldermen will be back come 
January 1. 


Kingston Plaza took a 


healthy chunk from the city's 
assessed 
value, winning a 


court case which saw its as- 
sessed value reduced from 
$1,080,000 to $602,600. The 
city is forced to rebate $37,387 
to the shopping plaza in 1975 
taxes already paid. 


A number of other city prop- 


erties were also granted tax 
reductions after court proceed- 
ings ruled against the city. 


Hillcrest Gardens had its as- 


sessed value reduced 
from 


$182,500 
to $140,000 while 


Parkview Terrace had its as- 
sessed value cut from 8126,000 
to $93,000. Vincent Andretta 
Sr. had his assessment re- 
duced on property he owns at 
62-68 TenBroeck Avenue from 
$37,000 to $21,700. The Olde- 
Ulster Corp. was granted a 
reduction from the current 
$61,900 to $51,150. 


The city had to rebate a 


total of $8,012 with the bulk of 
it (almost $5,800) going to the 
two 
apartment 
complexes 


The total loss in assessed value 
added up to $103,550. 


The case with Hudson Ce- 


ment goes back about three 
years when the firm first came 
to the city's Assessment Board 
of Review for a reduction from 
its then $1,050,000 assessment. 


Rather than reduce it, the 


review board raised it to $4 
million. 


The case went to court with 


a judge finally setting an as- 
sessed value of $1,358,000. 
Both sides appealed, the firm 
claiming it was too high; the 
city claiming it was too low. 


The parties finally agreed on 


a series of assessments for 
Hudson Cement to cover the 
years 1973 through 1978 in- 
clusive The firm would be 
assessed at the court-ordered 


rate of $1,358,000 for 1973 and 
1974, rise by $70,000 for 1975, 
and then rise by $60,000 for the 
years 76-'78. 


Corporation Counsel Aaron 


E. Klein was commended for 
his work on the (Hudson Ce- 
ment) case, in that he secured 
an agreement whereby the city 


would be getting n.ore taxes, 
rather than less from the firm 
over the next three fiscal 
years. 


The figure of $4 million was 


described as "arbitrary" by 
Finance Chairman John E. 
Finch whose committee pre- 
sented the legislation. Ap- 


proval was unanimous. 


It was pointed out, in further 


defense of the legislation, that 
some 10 to 15 per cent of the 
amount the city was forced to 
pay will be reimbursed by the 
county since some of the back 
taxes were paid to the county. 


The city will raise the money 


through the issuance ol a 10- 
year bond for close to $630,000. 


Indications are that there 


are more of last night's bitter 
bills to swollow. "We've got a 
t r e m e n d o u s a m o u n t ol 
certioraris," said Klein in ref- 
erence to continuing court pro- 
ceedings to lower assessments.

Koenig who is on vacation. 


Sinsabaugh was by no 


means satisfied with Quick's 
explanation. "I definitely feel 
there's gerrymandering here," 
he said.
